| Tue County Taxes.—On yesterday 
Sheriff Lee settled in full with the 
County Treasurer for the taxes of 1872, 

We have heretofore refrained from 
making any commeats on the condition 
of the county taxes from the fact that 
we were not in pessession of the facts 
and figures, and did not wish to do any- 
one injustice. According to a state- 
ment heretofore published by the Board 
of County Commissioners, it was made 


to appear that the Sheriff was in de- 
fault to the amount of $38,319 17, when 
in fact the amount of the Sherifl's in- 
debtedness was but $31,670 52. Of 
this amount there is now due from the 
people of Wake county over $5,000. 

The amount paid to the Treasurer on 
yesterday was as follows:

Ofthe Poll tax the Sherif? reported, 
on oath, as insolvent and uncollectable 
the sum of $484, but owing to a strict 
construction of law this amount was 


not allowed by the Board. The 
Chairman of the Board — con- 
tends tor the payment of in— 


terest at the rate of 2 per cent per 
month onthe whole amount of taxes, 
from May 1st, until date, on the ground 
that the Sheriff had no right to hold 
the money afterthat date. The Sheriff 
on the other hand avers that he never 
has any county money. The debt of 
the county in the form of county orders, 
Bonds, Witness and Juror tickets has 
always been so great that no year 
since the war has the tax exceeded 
the debt, consequently the Sheriff be- 
ing authorized and directed to take 
county scrip in payment of taxes, did 
so, and therefore has never any conside 
rable amount of county money in hand. 
Sheriff Lee further contends that he 
disbursed this same money for the 
county as fast as it was received, and 
that oftentimes he has taken up scrip 
when he had not a cent of county 
funds in his possession. We make this 
statement as a matter of justice to Sheriff 
Lee, based upon a statement of alleged 
facts.

TELEGRAPHIC NEWS. 


Tuesday Night’s Dispatches. 

[These telegrams were necessarily ieft 
out as they were received at such a late 
hour they could rot be put in type in 
time to save the Eastern mail.] : 
Spanish News—The Surrender of the 

Squadron at Carthagena—Mutiny 

and Disorganization Among the 

Republican Troops. 

BAYONNE, July 22.— News te- 
ceived here, through the Carlists, con- 
cerning the insurrection at Carthagena 
throws additional light on the defec- 
tion of the Spanish squadron in that 
port, which was made a subject of a 
government decree and vote in the 
Cortes yesterday. The insurgents after 
gaining control of the city seized the 
Castello, a strong fortjon the west side of 
the harbor less than 1000 yards trom 
the entrance, which it commands com- 
pletely. This gave them control of the 
two lower batteries on the shore at the 
mouth of the harbor. They hoisted 
the red flag of the Commune over the 
fortifications and summoned the quad - 
ron lying in the harber to surrender. 
The crews were in sympathy with the 
insurgents, and the vessels fell into their 
hands, without opposition. The Chief 
command is now entrusted to Pasas 
who let the insurrectionists in the Naval 
Arsenal at Fenal, in the province 
of Corunna, some months ago. The 
vessel thus taken by the insurgents are 
the Victoria, an iron clad of twenty- 
four guns; the Numansia, ar iron clad 
of twenty-five guns; the Petran, an iron 
clad of forty-four guus; the Almoso, a 
screw frigate of forty eight guns, and 
the steamers Fernando, Elcataligo, Fer- 
ral, Bluscon and Garavay. The tour 
vessels first named are among the finest 
in the Spanish navy. 


Mapnip, July 22.— It is reported that 
the Iberian, which the Government 
despatched to Carthagenato aid in the 
quelling of the outbread, has mutinied 
and joined the insurgents at Villora 
where there are 8,000 Republican troops 
in a complete state of demoralization 
and disorganization. Several of 
the municipal oflicers have been mur- 
dered by the soldiers. The Republi 

can troops at Craingui surrendered to 
the Carlists, on condition that their 
lives should be spared. In spite of the 
terms of the surrender the Carlists shot 
a number of them after they had de- 
livered up their arms. Don Alphonso 
has sent to the Spanish government a 
formal proprosition for the arrangement 
of a cartel for an exchange of prisoners.

WastIneton, July 23rd.—The head- 
quarters of the department of the Gulf 
will be temporarily removed from New 
Orleans to Holly Springs on the 20th 
instant. 
EVANSVILLX, IND., July 23.—Advices 
from Princeton, about twenty-five miles 
north of this city, report the cholera in 
that neighborhood. 


Three or four miles cast of Princeton, 
on Indian creek, ten persons died since 
last Friday, and new cases are reported 
daily. 

Reports are current that the cholera 
had broken out in Carmi wid Mount 
Carmel, III., but it is believed the stories 
are unfounded. 


Advices from Mount Vernon states 
that there is only about 150 people left 
iu that place, and the surrounding towns 
are filled with Mount Vernon citizens, 
who have fled from their own city. 
The Board of Health requests all per- 
sons not to visit the place for the 
present,

CuicaGco, July 23rd.—The Board of 
Health reports 423 deaths, including 149 
cholera.

THE ELECTION, AUGUST 7TH. 

The election to be held in this State on 
the first Thursday in August, on the con- 
stitutional amendments, is one of vast im- 
portance to our people. 

It involves vital changes in the organic 
law of the State. 

For the information of voters, we pub-

ments that passed the Legislature by the 
requisite constitutional majority, and

approval or rejection, on Thursday, 
seventh day of August next. 

Ali the amendments proposed are neces- 
sary and important, and those who facor 
them should not fail to vote 


JUDGE RODMAN’S LETTER ON 
THE CODE. 

A friend suggests to us that our 
comments yesterday on Mr. Justice Rod- 
man’s letter were in some degree unjust 
to that gentleman, inasmuch as he la- 
bored strenuously as a member of the 
Convention of 1868, against the change 
in our legal system which was wrought 
by that body. | 

We stated that the complications which 
had arisen under the present laws, were 
due in part trom the Code of Civil Pro- 
cedure prepared by Judge Rodman and 
his co-commisioners, and in part from 
the language of the present Constitution, 
which the Judge assisted in framing, as 
he was a member of the Convention of 
1858. As the Judge was a leading 
member of that Convention and, we be- 
lieve, universally regarded as the ablest 
member, we thought we had reason for 
calling the Constitution which was the 
work of that Convention, Judge Rod- 
man’s Constitution. As he was also a 
member of the Code Commission, and 
was elected in 1868 a Justice of the 
Supreme Court, it is presumable that his 
judgment and opinion had considerable 
weight in sharing the most important 
chapters in the Code of Civil Procedure, 
and therefore we had reason for calling 
it Judge Rodman’s Code. 

Granted, that Judge Rodman labored 
as a member ot the Convention to pre- 
vent the overthrow of the old legal 
system of North Carolina. He is still 
responsible as a member of the Code 
Commission for the confusion which 
prevails in the new system. The abo- 
lition of the distinction between actions 
at law and suits in equity, and the 
forms of all such actions and suits could 
have been effected without substituting 
therefor the bundle of inconsistencies 
and contradictions of the new North 
Carolina Code of Civil Procedure. 

Judge Rodmar doubtless endeavored 
to defeat the sections of Article IV of 
the new Constitution relating to the 
abolition of the old forms of legal ac- 
tion and rules of practice; but his fail- 
ure in his efforts in this regard does 
not furnish a sufficient excuse for the 
chaotic confusion of the new Code, 
which was in part prepared by himself. 
While a number of our lawyers, espe- 
Cially of our y.uuger lawyers, favor the 
abolition of the old system, and while 
old and young members of the bar ac- 
knowledge that some features ot the 
Code are great improvements on the old 
practice, yet the attempt to adapt the 
New York Code, founded upon the 
statutory enactments and legal decisions 
in that State, to the state of affairs in 
North Carolina, has proved a signal 
failure and led to endless confusion. 
The book of the Code Commissioners is 
& very crude job—to say the least of it, 

The Constitution framed by the Con- 
vention, of which Judge Rodman was a 
member, is even a worse botch than the 
Code of Civil Procedure. 

Judge Rod man doubtless labored in- 
effectually to defeat certain clauses in 
Article IV of the Constitution, but 
these clauses are not so important as 
Various others inserted in that instru- 
ment, which his Honor did nothing to 
resist. The Constitution has been aptly 
termed a bundle of inconsistences and 
Contradictions. As the ablest member 
of the Convention, it strikes us he could 
have prevented the interpolation of 
many sections in the organic law of the 
State, whick are still enveloped in the 
fog of obscurity, and which even the 
learning of our Supreme Court has not 
been able to elucidate or explain.

Comparing these extracts from Judge 
Rodman’s letters, it will be seen how 
even a Supreme Court Judge flounders 
in attempting to explain the two sec- 
tions of a ridiculous and obscure organ- 
ic law. 

Section 2, of Article IV, of the Con- 
stitution, says: Three Commissioners 
shall be appointed by this Convention 
to report to the General Assembly at its 
first session after this Constitution shall 
be adopted by the people, rules of prac- 
tice and procedure,” &c. 

The Constitution was adopted on the 
2ist of April, 1868. The Commission- 
ers were appointed by the Convention 
on the 13th of March, 1868. The Con- 
vention never met after the Constitu- 
tion was adopted. Therefore the three 
Commissioners required to be appointed 
by a Constitution which was not adopt- 
ed until the 2ist of April, were appoint- 
ed under an ordinance of the Conven- 
tion on the 13th of March, five weeks 
preceding the ratification of the Consti- 
tution itself! In other words, the Con- 
stitution provides that “this Convention” 
shall appoint three Commissioners, and 
before the Constitution was voted on, 
‘the Convention nad adjourned and 
never met again! How absurd and in- 
consistent. 

Judge Rodman says the Legislature 
could have repealed the ordinance of 
the Convention “at any time, and it did 
repeal that part of it which provided 
for their being paid,” and yet the Judge 
told us, just before, that the Supreme 
Court decided, in Bailey's case, the Code 
Commissioners were entitled to their 
pay up to March, 1871, notwithstanding 
the act of the Legislature unsuccessfully 
attempts to deprive them of it! 

In one breath the Judge says the sec- 
tion providing for the Code Commission 
is “fTREBLY DEAD,” and in the next that 
the “great work was by no means com- 
plete when the Commission ceased to 
be.“ 

The Judge furnishes very strong aud 
conclusive arguments why the amend- 
ment abolishing the Code Commission 
should be strieken’out. “As the clause 
stands in the Constitution it is mere 
surplusage, without any force or effect 
whatever.” Then why allow it to cum- 
ber the Constitution? If it is of no effect 
and void, if it provides for the appoint- 
ment of three Commissioners who were 
already appointed “by this Convention” 
before the Constitution went into effect, 
what reason can Judge Rodman give 
for not striking out such “surplussage ?” 
Why was such “surplusage” inserted 
in the organic law at first? It 18 only 
one of the many blunders committed by 
the framers of the Constitution. We 
can see no objection in removing such 
“surpl usage.”

The discoveries that are constantly 
being made in this country are proving 
that man existed on this continent as 
far back in geological time as on the 
European continent; and it even seems 
that America, really the old world geo- 
logically, will prove to be the birthplace 
of the earliest race of man. One of the 
latest discoveries is that by Mr. E. L. 
Berthered, given in full; with a map, in 
the“ Proceedings of the Philadelphia 
Academy of Sciences for 1872.” Mr. 
Berthered there reports the discovery of 
ancient fireplaces,rude stone monuments, 
and implements of stone in great num- 
ber and variety, in several places along 
Crow Creek, in Colorado, and also 
in several other river in the neighbor- 
hood. These fireplaces indicate several 
ancient sites of an unknown race, differ- 
ing entirely from the mound-builders 
und the present Indians, while the shells 
and other fossils found with the remains 
make it appear certain that the deposit 
in which the ancient sites are found is 
as old as the Piocene, and perhaps, as 
the Miocene periods. As the fossil 
rhells found with the remains of man 
ure estuarine forms, and as the sites of 
the ancient towns are on extended 
points of land and at the basis of ridges 
or blufls, Mr. Berthered thinks the 
localities have been near some ancient 
fresh water lake.

ourt in favor of the Board. 

The steamer New York, Captain 
Winchester, when eight miles east of 
Portland, on her trip, from Boston, last 
Friday night, between 7 and 8 o'clock, 
was visited by a shower of pebbles that 
fell like hailstones.

That portion of the preamble ordered to 
be published is in the following words, 
to-wit: 

“Whereas, the last General Assembly, 
(three-fifths of the whole number of mem- 
bers of each House concurring,) the bill 
containing the same having veen read 
threetimes in each House, proposed the fol- 
lowing alterations of the Constiiution of 
the State, to-wit; Alteration in relation to 
the publie debt; alteration in relation to 
the office of Superintendent of Public 
Works; alter ation in relation to the State 
census; alteration in relation to exemp- 
tions from taxation ; alteration in relation 
to the University ; alteration iu relation to 
the sessions of the General Assembly ; 
alteration in relation to the Code Commis- 
sioners ; alteration in relation to Federal 
and other officers holding oilice.“ 

The second section of the said act ordered 
to be published is in the following words, 


to-wit: 

„It shall be the duty of the Sheriffs in 
each and every county in the State to open 
polls at the several election precincts in his 
county on the said first Thursday in Au- 

ust next, and the same shall be kept open 

or one day, from the hour of eight o’clock 
in the morning tothe hour of seven in the 
aiterpoon, when all persons qualified to 
vote according to the Constitution, ma 
vote for or against the ratification of each 
of the said amendments, those desiring 
such amendments to vote with the written 
or printed ticket ‘For Amendments,’ 
those of a contrary opinion to vote witha 
written or printed ticket, ‘Against Amend- 
ments.“ 

The attention of Connty Commissioners 
and Inspectors of the Election is also called 
to the 4th section of said act of Assembly 
which provides that se te ballot-boxes 
shall be furnished for each amendment to 
be voted on. :

THE CONSTITUTIONAL AMEND- 
MENTS. 

In order that the people may vote un- 
derstandingly on the amendments to 
the Constitution, at the ensuing elec- 
tion, we deem it necessary to give in 
full the cight clauses in that instrument 
proposed to be altered, together with 
the alterations themselves. 


VIRST: IN RELATION TO THE PUBLIC 
DEBT. 

The present Constitution in Article J, 
Declaration of Rights, provides as ſol- 
lows : 

“Sec. 6. To maintain the honor and 
good faith of the State untarnished, 
the public debt, regularly contracted 
before and since the rebellion, shall be 
regarded as inviolable and never be 
questioned ; but the State shall never 
assume or pay, or authorize the collec 
tion of any debt or obligation, express 
or implied, incurred in aid of insurrec- 
tion, or rebellion against the United 
States, or any claim for the loss or 
emancipation of any slave.” 21 

This section is amended by striking 
out the first clause down to and inelu- 
ding the word “but,” so that the 
amended clause in Article I will then 
read : | 
“Sec. 6. The State shall never as- 
sume or pay, or authorize the collection 
of, any debt or obligation, express or 
implied, incurred in aid of insurrection 
or rebellion against the United States, 
or any claim for the loss or emancilpa- 
tion of any slave.” 

Another alteration in regard to the 
public debt is provided for in the same 
amendment, by striking out section 4, 
Article V of the present Constitution, 
which is as follows: 

„Sec. 4. The General Assembly shall, 
by appropriate legislation and by ade- 
quate taxation, provide for the prompt 
und regular payment of the interest on 
the public debt, and after the year 
1880, it shall lay a specific annual tax 
upon the real and personal property of 
the State, and the sum thus realized 
shall be set apart as a sinking fund, to 
be devoted to the payment of the pub 
lic debt.” 


So that the above section will be en- 
tircly stricken out and the amended 
Constitution will not make it compul- 
sory on the Legislature, by express lan- 
guage, to provide for the payment of 
interest and principal of the public 
debt. 


SECOND: IN RELATION TO THE OFFICE 
oF SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC WORKS. 

Article III, section 1, of the present 
Constitution names among the other 
oftiicers of which the Executive Depart~ 
ment shall be composed, a Superinten- 
dent of Public Works, who shall be 
elected for a term of four years by the 
qualified voters of the State, at the same 
time and places, and in the same man- 
ner as members of the General Assem- 
bly. 

The amendment proposes to strike 
out the words “Superintendent cf Pub- 
lic Works” wherever they occur in the 


Constitution, thus abolishing that 
oflice. 
THIRD: IN RELATION TO THE STATE 


CENSUS. 
In the present Constitution, Article 
II, the following provision is made for 
taking a State Census: 


“sec. 5. An enumeration of the in- 
habitants of the Sate shall be taken 
under the direction ot the General As- 
sembly in the year one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-five and at the end 
of every ten years therculter; and the 
said Senate Districts shall be so altered 
by the General Assembly, after the first 
session after the return of every erume- 
ration taken as aforesaid, or by order of 
Congress, that each Senate District shall 
contain, as nearly as may be, an equal 
number of inbabitants, excluding aliens 
and Indians not taxed, and shall 
remain unaltered until the return of 
another enumeration, and shall at all 
times consist of contiguous territory; 
and no county shall be divided in the 
formation ot a Senate District, unless 
such county shall be equitably entitled 
to two or more Senators.” 

The amendment proposed to this 
Article is to strike out all that precedes 
the words, “the said Senate Districts,” 
in section 5, and to strike out the phrase 
was aforesaid, or,” the parts so stricken 
out relating to the census, so that the 
section as amended will read : 

“Sec. 5. The said Senate Districts 
shall be so altered by the General As- 
sembly at the first session after the re- 
turn of every enumeration taken by order 
of Congress, that each Senate District 
shall contain, as nearly as may be, an 
equal number of inhabitants, excluding 
aliens and Indians not t»xed, and shall 
remain unaltered until the return of 
another enumeration, and shall at all 
times consist of contiguous territory ; 
and no county shall be divided in the 
formation of a Senate District, unless 
such county shall be equitably entitled 
to two or more Senators.” 

The object of this amendment is to 
do away with the unnecessary expense 
of taking a State census under the direc- 
tion of the Genera! Assembly, inasmuch 
as the same work is done by the nationai 


Government. 


FOURTH: IN RELATION TO EXEMP- 
TIONS FROM TAXATION. 
The present Constitution, Article V. 


Revenue and Taxation, provides as fol- 
lows : 

“Sec. 6. Property belonging to the 
State or to municipal corporations, shall 
be exempt from taxation. The General 
Assembly may exempt cemcteries, and 
property held for educational, scientific, 
literary, charitable or religious purpo- 
ses; also wearing apparel, arms for mus- 
ter, household and kitchen furniture, 
the mechanical and agricultural imple- 
ments for mechanics and farmers, libra- 
ries and scientific instruments, to a value 
not exceeding three hundred dollars.” 


The amendment proposes to change 
this section by inserting after the word 


« instruments,” the words “or any other 


personal property,” so that the section | 
as amended will read: 

“Sec. 6. Property belonging to the 
State, or to municipal corporations shall 
be exempt from taxation. The General 
Assembly may exempt cemeteries, and 
property held for educational, scientific, 
literary, charitable or religious purpo- 
ses: also wearing apparel, arms for mus 
ter, household and kitchen furniture,the 
mechanical and agricultural implements 
of mechanics and farmers, libraries and 
scientific instruments or any other per- 
sonal property, to a value not exceed- 
ing three hundred dollars.” 

FirtH: IN RELATION TO TRE UNI- 


VERSITY. 

The present Constitution, Article LX, 

has the following on the subject of the 
University at Chapel Hill : 
“Sec. 5. The University of North 
Carolina, with its lands, emoluments 
and franchises, is under the control of 
the State, and shall be held to an insep~ 
arable connection with the free public 
school system of the State. 


The amendment proposes to strike out 
this section entirely, thus severing the 
University from the common school sys- 
tem, and insert the following in lieu 
thereof, so that the amended Constitu- 
tion shall read : 


“Sec. 5. The General Assembly shall 
have power to provide for the election of 
trustees of the University ot North 
Carolina, in whom when chosen shali be 
vested all the privileges, rights, franchi- 
ses and endowments heretofore in any- 
wise granted to or conferred upon the 
trustees of said University; and the 
General Assembly may make such pro- 
visions, laws and regulations, from time 
to time as may be necessary and expedi- 
ent forthe maintenance and manage 
ment of said University.” 


The fullowing sections of Article IX. 


relating to the University, are also 
stricken out : 

Sections 13, 14 and 15, relating to 
the appointment of trustees by the 
Board of Education, and the officers 
powers and rights of the trustees, These 
matters will hereafter devolve on the 
Legislature, if the amendment relating 
to the University is ratified. 

SIXTH: IN RELATION TO THE SEssIONS 
OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

The present Constitution, Article II 
Legislative Department, provides as fol 
lows : 

„Sec. 2. The Senate und House ot 
Representatives shall meet annually on 
the third Monday in November, and 
when assembled shall be denominated 
the General Assembly.” 

This section is to be amended by 
striking out the word “ annually,” and 
ioserting in lieu thereof the word 
“biennially,” so that the section amend 
ed shall read: 


“Sec. 2. The Senate and House of 
Representatives shall meet biennially on 
the third Monday in November, and 
when assembied shall be denominated 
the General Assembly.” 


This amendment also strikes out the 
word “annually” in section 6, Article 
III, and inserts the word * biennially,” 
in reference to the requirement of the 
Governor to communicate to the Gen- 
eral Assembly each case of reprieve, 
commutation or pardon. 

SEVENTI: IN RELATION TO THE Copy 
CoMMISSsION. 

The present Constitution, Article IV 
Judicial Department, makes the follow- 
ing provisions concerning the Code 
Commissioners : 


“Sec. 2. Three Commissioners shall 
be appointed by this Convention ¢o re- 
port to the General Assembly at its first 
session after this Constitution shall be 
adopted by the people, rules of practice 
and procedure in accordance with the 
provisions of the foregoing section, and 
the Convention shall provide tor the 
— a reasonable compensa- 

on. 

Sec. 3. The same Commissioners 
shall also report to the General Assem- 
bly as soon as practicable, a code of law 
of North Carolina. The Goyernor shall 
have power to fill all vacancies occur- 
ring in this commission.“ 


The amendment proposes to strike 
out both these sections, thus abolishing 


the Code Commission. 
EIGHTH : IN RELATION TO FEDERAL AND 


OTHER OFFICE-HOLDEKS. 
The present Constitution, 
XIV, provides as follows: 


“Sec. 7. No person shall hold more 
than one lucrative office under the State 
at the same time: Provided, That ofli- 
cers in the Militia, Justices of the Peace, 
Commissioners of Public Charities and 
Commissioners appointed for special 
purposes, shall not be considered officers 
within the meaning of this section.” 


The amendment proposes that this 
section shall read as follows: 


„Sec. 7. No person who shall hold 
any office or place of trust or profit under 
the United States, or any department 
thereof, or under this State or any other 
State or Government, shall hold or ex- 
ercise any other office or place of trust 
or profit, under the authority of this 
State, or be eligible to a seat in either 
House of the General Assembly: Pro 
vided, That nothing herein contained 
shall extend to oflicers in the Militia, 
Justices of the Peace, Commissioners of 
Public Charities or Commissioners for 
special purposes.” 

There were eighteen amendments 
originally proposed, but the eight 
above specified were all that passed the 
General Assembly by the requisite two- 
thirds majority. 

These cight amendments are to be 
submitted separately for ratification or 


rejection, at the election to be held on 
Thursday, the seventh day of August. 
Any person qualified to vote may vote 
for or against each amendment, with 
a written or printed ticket with the 
words “For Amendment,” or “Against 
Amendment.” The amendments that 
receive a majority of the ular vote 
will be duly ratified. A — or all of 
them may be either ratified or rejected.
